Gold Reserve and Currency.

“The present law requires a 4° 
per cent gold reserve behind Fed- 
eral Reserve currency. The bal- 
ance is in eligible paper. At pres- 
ent, owing to the lack of eligible 
paper, the reserve currency is 
backed by 76 per cent gold and 
the system has only about $465,- 
000,000 in ‘free gold.” We now pro- 
pose to use Government bonds if 
need be, to replace the gold over 
the 40 per cent required reserve. 
“Treasury officials told us they 
might\never have to use this pro- 
vision of the pill.

ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 17.—Lay- 
ing down the rule that an elected 
official under inquiry “owes a 
positive public duty” to give a 
“credible explanation” of large 
bank accounts, Gov. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt toc:iy demanded that 
sheriff Thomas M. Farley of New 
York County give an accounting

“Even if there is only a mere 
suspicion,” the Governor said, “‘it 
falls on the public official to come 
into court with a full explanation.” 


“I stil do not believe a complete 
and full explanation has been made 
by the Sheriff as to the total of 
deposits,” he added. Deducting 
salaries, commissions on real 
estate and note discounts from the 
$357,000 deposits for 1925 to 1931, 
“there is stil about $250,000 not 
sdequately explained,” he said. 

One explanation offered, the 
Governor recalled, involved loans, 
and securities transactions—called 
multiple deposits by the defense. 
He asked Farley to go into detail 

“A Bookkeeping Matter.” 

The Tammany leader, who is 
tighting ouster proceedings, stood 
up and began an explanation. It 
was largely a “bookkeeping mat- 
ter,” he said. He declared that 
some notes were renewed five or 
six times, making bank transac- 
tions which were not deducted 
from the total of Farley's fortune 
as figured by Samuel Seabury, 
counsel for ‘he Legislative Commit- 
tee investigating New York City 
affairs. who has asked for Far- 
ley's removal.

He referred to Farley's alleged 
story that much of the $357,000 he 
deposited in six years’ came from 
a “magic tin box’ in which he had 
put his savings since 1910. 

Fariecy's hands, quietly folded 
over his vest, did not move as Sea- 
bury demanded to know if the 
“farciful explanation” did not in- 
dicate graft. 

Says Smith Did Same Thing. 

Denouning Seabury's ‘elo- 
quence,” Siegfried Hartmann, the 
Sheriff's counsel, declared that to 
deposit money in a box was not 
unique or incredible. He said Re 
recalled a woman who kept a for- 
tune in trunks for years through 
crises and depressions. 

Counsel for Farley told Gov. 
Roosevelt at yesterday's hearing 
that former Gov. Alfred E. Smith 
aisO took the interest on litigants’ 
funds when he was Sheriff of New 
York County, many years ago.

The need for reorganization is 
obvious. There has been with 
the years a gradual growth of 
the Government by the accrea- 
tion in its departments and by 
independent executive establish- 
ments, boards and commissions 
as problems requiring solution 
confront the President and the 
Congress. Today the Govern- 
ment embraces from 150 to 200 
separate units, dependent on the 
method of notation used. Gov- 
ernmental units when once set 
up have a tendency to grow in- 
dependently of other units. This 
leads to overlapping and waste. 
Moreover, there is a marked 
tendency to find new occupa- 
tions when the initial duties are, 
completed. The overlap and the 
number of agencies can be re- 
duced, 

A few consolidations, notably 
in law enforcement and the vet- 
erans’ services, have been ef- 
fected. Both of these reorgan- 
ized agencies have been able to 
discharge, the very greatly in- 
creased burdens imposed upon 
them wtihout such an increase 
in administrative expense aS 
would otherwise have been the 

= 

In the present crisis the ab- 
solute necessity for the most 
drastic economy makes the 
problem of governmental reor- 
ganization one of paramount 
importance. The amount of 
saving in public funds to, be ef- 
fected by a thorough going re- 
organization, while difficult to 
estimate accurately, will be ma- 
terial, amounting to many mil- 
lions of dollars annually. Not 
only will the Government's 
business be conducted more ef- 
ficiently and economically, but 
the great body of citizens who 
have business relations with 
their Government will be re- 
lieved of the burden and eéx- 
pense of dealing with a multi- 
tude of unnecessary and some- 
times widely separated public 
agencies. 

We may frankly admit the 
practical difficulties of such Tre- 
organization. Not only do dif- 
ferent fractions of the Govern- 
ment fear such reorganization, 
but' many associations and agen- 
cies throughout the country will 
be alarmed that the particular 
function to which they are de- 
voted may in some fashion be 
curtailed. Proposals to the 
Congress of detailed plans for 
the reorganization of the many 
different bureaus and _  inde- 
pendent agencies have always 
proved in the past to be a signal 
for the mobilization of opposi- 
tion from all quarters which 
has destroyed the possibility of 
eonstructive action. 

‘There is littl hope for suc- 
cess in this task’ unless it is 
placed in the hands of some one 
responsible for it, with author- 
ity and direction to act. More- 
over, the consummation of a 
comprehensive reorganization at 
one moment is not the best pub- 
lic interest. Such reorganization 
should be undertaken gradually 
and systematically. predieated 
on a sound and definite thecry 
of government and effectuated 
as the result of study and ex- 
perience gained in the actual 
processes of reorganization. 

I recommend, therefore, that 
the Congress provide for— 

(a) Consolidation and group- 
ing of the various executive ahd 
administrative activities accord- 
ing to their major purposes un- 
der singie-headed responsibility, 
the Congress designating the 
title of the officer to be placed 
in immediate charge of such 
groups as are not now possibile 
under existing organization. 

(b>) Adoption of the general

The effective development of 
conservation through 
storage is largely an interstate 
question in the aid of domestic 
and industrial water supply, 
transportation, irrigation and 
flood control. Where constrve- 
tion work for storage relates to 
these larger issues, it is prop- 
erty the wetk of the Federal 
Government. Where water pow- 
er is developed as a by-product. 
it should be disposed of in ad- 
vance by contracts which will 
fairly reimburse the Govern 
ment for its outlay. The Re- 
clamation Service should be ex- 
tended to cover these broad pur- 
poses of storage and conserva- 
tion of water rather than the 
Narrow purpose of irrigation.

Asked to Announce $600,-

Arthur G. Baare, 53 years old, 
an insurance agent, shot and killed 
himself at the entrance to St, 
John’s Hospital, 307 South Euclid 
avenue, at 4:05 p. m. yesterday. 

A note found in Baare’s pockgt 
addressed to his wife, with whom 
he lived at 4936 West Pine boule- 
vard, read: “Hazel—My mind be- 
gan suddenly to waver, and I fear 
insanity. Heaven knows what this 
will lead to. Last thought of you.” 
The message was signed “Tom,” 
the nickname by which Baare was 
kriown to relatives and friends. 

Dr. Edward J. Kearns, a mem- 
ber of the hospital staff, witnessed 
the suicide from a window of the 
institution.

Police report that Mrs. Hagen 
was in Vines’ home at the time 
of the shooting and that Hagen 
had a revolver with one empty 
shell in his possession when they 
arrested him. 

Vines gave an account of the 
shooting similar to that given by 
Hagen. His condition is serious.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—In- 
quiry by a Senate Indian Affairs 
Subcommitte@ into charges against 
Herbert J. Hagerman of New Mex- 
ico as special commissioner to ne- 
gotiate with Indians in four West- 
ern states, has resulted in recom- 
mendations for his removal. 

The committee, following the 
study of charges of “neglect of 
duty and misconduct” as commis- 
sioner to negotiate with Indians in 
New Mexico, Arizona, Utah and 
Colorado, also recommended abo- 
lition »# his office. The report, 
signed also by Senators Wheeler 
{(Dem.), Montana, and Thomas 
(Dem.), Oklahoma, was submitted 
to the Senate by Frazier (Rep.), 
North Dakota, without comment. 

The. committee found Hagerman 
as a member of the Pueblo board 
“failed, neglected and refused to 
comply with the mandate of Con- 
gress s;. in that he failed, neg- 
lected and refused to find the fair 
market value and to award fair 
compensation to the Pueblos when 
ownership of land and water 
rights was extinguished,” and that 
he “neglected his duties as special 
commissioner ... with resultant 
serious injury to the property and 
the tribal interests of the Indians.”

degree murder in the slaying of 
Homer G. Phillips, Negro attorney, 
last June 18, continued today, fol- 
lowing McFarland’s identification 
by two witnesses. 

McFarland is charged with being 
one of two Negro youths who shot 
Phillips to death on Aubert avenue 
near Delmar boulevard as the at- 
torney was on his way to a street 
car from his home, 1121 Aubert 
avenue. 

Augustus Brooks, 18, a Negro, in- 
dicted with McFarland, is to be 
tried separately. 

The State is endeavoring to show 
that the killing followed disagree- 
ment over a fee which Phillips ob- 
tained in settlement of an estate for 
McFarland’s mother. 

The State closed’ its case today 
and after presenting three alibi 
witnesses, McFarland took the 
stand to testify that he w in a 
grocery store at 2400 Goode avenue 
at the time of the murder. He said 
he had spent the previous night 
with Brooks at Brooks’ home, but 
had left there early and had gone 
to a playground on Kennerly ave- 
nue and then to the store. 

The State’s first witness, Abner 
Parker, a@ newspaper. circulation 
agent of 4928 Fountain avenue, 
testified he saw Phillips reading a 
newspaper when McFarland and 
Brooks, both of whom he identi-. 
fied in court, went up to the attor- 
ney and fired six shots into his 
body. He said that McFarland 
fired five of the shots. 

Fred Fitzsimmons, 793A Aubert 
avenue, who was walking in an 
alley east of Aubert avenue and did 
not see the shots fired, said he 
heard them and that two Negro 
youths ran into the alley, one 
knocking a package of groceries 
from his hands. He said McFar- 
land “looked like” the one who ran 
into him. He described the route 
by which the two escaped, through 
a garage and across a lawn. 

Details of the difficulties between 
Phillips and the McFarland family 


were given by Clarence F. Wescoat,

New Justice Says President 
Wouldn’t Know Him If 
He Passed Him.

ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 17.—Rising

brown-paneled chamber, Chief 
Judge Benjamin Nathan Cardozo 
gathered his black robes about him 
and cage ory down from the bench 
of the New York Court of Appeals. 
He retired yesterday after 18 years 
of service, to attain the ambition of 
all lawyers—service in the Supremic 
Court of the United States. 

lifteen years Judge Cardozo has 
sat in the old statehouse, interpret- 


ing the laws of his native State inj; 


the “sincing prose” that has merit- 
ed distinction wherever gather 
members of the American bar. The 
first three years of his judgeship 
were spent in the Capitol, before 
the statehouse was converted into 
quarters for the State’s court of 
last resort. 

“Yes, it is hard to leave such 
pleasant surroundings, but I feel 
honored to be nominated to the Su- 
preme Court,” said the white- 
haired, 62-year-old jurist in an in- 
terviéw, the only one granted since 
President Hoover sent his name to 
the United States. Senate. 


Hermit-Ljike Existence. 


The Court of Appeals recessed 
yesterday until March 14: - The in- 
dications are that his ndme will be 
confirmed before the Court resumes 
its hearings.~He will meet again 
with his six colleagues, but not in 
public. They will assemble in con- 
ference to determine opinions on 
cases already heard. 

The bachelor Judge has led an 
almost hermit-like existence. From 
eight in the morning until seven at 
night when the Court was in ses- 
sion, Judge Cardozo has been occu- 
pied with the law. The court judges 
lunch and dine together. Judge 
Cardozo lives at a hotel. That has

“TIT shall miss the personal law 
of the Court of Appeals,” the 
Judge said. “The' cases that go 
to the Supreme Court are of a 
more genéral nature. Perhaps the 
Supreme Court Justices have a 
little more fime to give to each 
case but otherwise interpreting the 
law is about the same in every 
court.”’ 

The Judge went down to 
York City yesterday—his home 
town and well: beloved by him. He 
was born there and lived there 
with his parents, and afterward a 
sister. All now are dead. Judge 
Cardozo is the only one of his fam- 
ily left. 


Senate Group Appointed to Hear 
Protests Against Selection. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—A Sen- 
ate judiciary subcommittee was 
appointed today to hear persons 
who have protested the appoint- 
ment of Judge Benjamin N. Car- 
dozo of New York to the Supreme 
Court bench. The hearings will be- 
gin Friday. 

The subcommittee named by 
Chairman Norris comprises Sena- 
tors Robinson (Rep.), Indiana; 
Schall (Rep.), Minnesota, and As- 
hurst (Dem.), Arizona. 

Norris said he had already asked 
the persons protesting to be pres- 
ent. One of them is William H. 
Anderson, general secretary of the 
American Protestant Alliance and 
a former superintendent of the New 
York Anti-Saloon League. 


RUSSIA SECOND IN OIL OUTPUT 


WASL INGTON, Feb. 17.—Soviet 
Russia, during 1931, stepped into 
second place as a world producer 
of crude petroleum, although the 
world output decreased approxi- 
mately 40,00.,000 barrels. 

The United States continued to 
lead with 850,275,000 barrels, or 
62.1 per cent of the entire world 
production. In 1930 the United 
States produced 898,011,000 barrels. 
Soviet Russia during 1931 produced 
161,900,000 barrels, or 11.8 per cent 
of the world production, compared 
with 125,555,000 in 1930. Venezu- 
ela, which was second as a world 
producer fn 1929 and 1930, dropped 
into third place with 118,770,000 
barrels as compared with 136,669,-

LOOKS WITH FAVOR 
ON CITY OWNERSHIP 


Assistant to President As- 
‘serts Price Cannot Be 
Based on Earnings Dur- 


ing Depression. 


City ownership of the transporta- 
tion system, probably under a plan 
as outlined in general recently by 
Cleveland A. Newton, is looked on 
by E. F. Thayer, assistant to the 


president of the Public Service Co, 
as the “easier way” to finance nec- 
essary improvements and as the 
probable solution of the _ transit 
problem. Thayer objects, however, 
to determination of purchase price 
on the basis of earnings in the two 
depression years, 1930 and 19381. 

In giving these views to the Ma- 
plewood Chamber of Commerce in 
an address last night, Thayer dis- 
closed that after paying interest on 
its borrowed capital the company 
suffered a deficit of $28,000 in 1931. 
This compares with net profit of 
approximately $525,000 in 1930. 
The company’s report to stockhold- 
ers for 1931, giving details of its 
business for the year, has not yet 
been issued. 

Newton, as special counsel of the 
Aldermanic Transportation Com- 
mittee, said he believed progress 
in local transportation could be had 
only through public ‘ownership of 
the transit system, with nonpoliti- 
cal operation, and recommended 
that the city pay for any existing 
transit facilities it might. require, 
only what they are worth for tran- 
sit -purposes, regardless of original, 
appraised or reproduction cost. At 
a meeting last week the Aldermanic 
Committee authorized a subcom- 
mittee to draw up a tentative plan 
to give effect to Newton's recom- 
mendations. 

Views on City Ownership. 

Thayer spoke to the Maplewood 
group on “Progress in Transporta- 
tion.” After mentioning the obsta- 
cles confronting the Public Service 
Co., such as competition of service 
cars and smal! bus companies, lack 
ot reserve capital and excessive 
costs for damage and injury claims, 
he said: 

“My guess is that the goal of 
transportation progress in St. Louis 
is mo'ded somewhat on the pattern 


suggested by Cleveland A. Newton, 
special 


transportation counsel for 
the city. Under Mr. Newton’s plan, 
ownership of the transportation 
system would be transferred from 
the present owners to the city. The 
city would assume no financial ob- 
ligation in taking over title to the 
transportation system, but would 
merely undertake to pay off the 
agreed transfer.price in yearly in- 
stallments out ef the earnings of 
the city-owned but privately oper- 
ated transportation system. 

“That is the bare outline. The 
essential thing, of course, is to do 
something which will make it pos- 
sible to secure enough new capital 
to begin at once with the program 
of comprehensive transportation 
improvements which are so desper- 
ately*needed. And it stands to rea- 
son that it would be easier for a 
city-owned system to do so. 

“What should the price be at 
which the present system will be 
transferred to the city? I do not 
know. This much I do know, how- 
ever. It would be nothing less thar 
ridiculous to follow the plan sug- 
gested in aldermanic discussions 
lately and reported in our local 
newspapers—namely, taking the 
earnings of the property during the 
past two years and judging on the 
basis of those earnings what the 
real and proper value of the sys- 
tem should be.* It may be all very 
well to take earning capacity as the 
proper measuring stick for decid- 
ing what any business may be 
worth, but to pick the two worst 
depression years in history and 
then to judge the value of business 
on the basis of its earnings in those 
two years—well, the goal of tr@ns- 
portation progress surely does not 
lie down that roadway.” . 

Many Cars Are Old. 

Thayer said the company has 
made some progress in increasing 
average speed of its street cars. 
“And all this,” he said, “‘in spite of 
the extreme handicaps of practi- 
cally unlimited © parking, narrow 
streets, heavy traffic congestion and 
too large a percentage of old- out- 
of-date street cars which long since 
should have been converted into 
kindling wood for the use of those 
poor unfortunates down in Hoover- 
ville.”

URGES THAT |, C. C, SUPERVISE 
RAILROAD HOLDING COMPANIES 


Dr. Walter Splawn After Year of 
Study for Congress Recommends 
Change. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—The 
expert who spent more than a year 
studying transportation for Con- 
gress today recommended that all 
railroad holding conipanies be 
placed under the jurisdiction of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

Dr. Walter Splawn, a former 
president of the University of Tex- 
@s and recognized as ‘an’ author- 
ity on railroads, advocated the 
change to the House Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce Committee. 

His testimony was allowed only 
after an effort by Representative 
Igoe (Dem.), Illinois to delay the 
hearings had been defeated. 

Alfred P. Thom, general coun- 
sel of the Asscciation ef Railway 
executives, also had opposed a 
hearing on the pending Rayburn 
Holding Company bill on the 
ground it would “bring into this 
controversy the question of con- 
solidation, which is one of major 
importance.” 

Splawn reviewed his previous 
study of holding companies and in- 
sisted he was “not a prosecutor of 
the railroads.”’ 


Seed Loan Bill Passed.

Senate today passed the Barkley 
bill to extend for one year the time 
for repayment of seed loans to 
farmers for the 1931 crop. The 
measure now goes to the House.

By 48 to 35, It Rejects La- 
Follette - Costigan Bill — 
Still Chance for Demo- 
cratic Compromise.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—The 
La Follette-Costigan bill providing 
$750,000,000 in Federal funds for 
the relief of the needy’and jobless, 
was rejected by the Senate yester- 
day after a bitter two weeks’ battle. 

The vote was 48 to 35. 

The measure, resuiting from a 
prolonged study of unemployment 
distress by Senators La Follette, 
Progressive Republican from Wis- 
consin, and Costigan, Progressive 
Democrat from Colorado, was de- 
feated by a combination of Hoover 
Republicans and Southern Demo- 
crats. 

The Republicans, in conformity 
with the desgireg of President Hoo- 
ver, were opposed to any form of 
unemployment relief by the Fed- 
eral Government, while the South- 
ern Democrats objected to the par- 
ticular methods provided by the 
bill 

Both of Missouri’s Senators, Pat- 
terson (Rep.), and Hawes (Dem.), 
voted against the bill. 

The hallot came at the conclu- 
sion of a succession of impassioned 
speeches, Senators Norris and 
Costigan entreated the Democrats 
not to “condemn the millions to 
starvation and disease because cf 
objection to a mere technicality,” 
and an even graver note was 
sounded by Senator Copeland, New 
York Democrat, who said: 

“Let me warn you sheltered gen- 
tlemen here in Washington not to 
be too sure that this country is 
safe against revolution. Don't be 
too sure. Many of you haven’t 
seen what I have seen. Men will 
not always be content to sit and 
see their families starve. You have 
a grave responsibility.” 

Throughout the long drawn 
“hunger battle” it was evident that 
the final decision must rest with 
the Democrats, since there was a 
solid and immovable block of Hoo- 
ver Republicans committed to 
vote against any and all forms of 
relief. Hence the supporters of the 
measure concentrated their closing 
efforts on an attempt to win over 
the Southern Democrats. The at- 
tempt failed.

NEW BILL PROPOSES SALE 
OF BEER WITH MEALS ONLY 


Measure to Be Presented to House’

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—Ex- 
ecutive committees of the House 
Den®cratic and Republican anti- 
prohibition blocs will be asked to- 
morrow to approve a bill to legal- 
ize beer of 3.2 per cent alcohol by 
weight and establish a tax that 
proponents of the measure say 
would raise $600,000,000 a year. 

Representative O’Connor (Dem.), 
New York, said he and Representa- 
tive William E. Hull (Rep.), Iili- 
nois, had agreed on the outline of 
the bill 

The bill as now drafted would 
modify the Volstead act to legalize 
beer of 3.2 per cent alcohol by 
weight, or about 4% per cent by 
volume. It would be sold only in 
16-ounce pint bottles and be sub- 
ject to a Federa] tax of 4 cents a 
bottle. 

O’Connor said the. measure also 
would include a prohibition against 
the sale of the new beer in any 
political subdivision—including vil- 
lages—that chose to continue the 
present law in force. 

The bill also woyld prevent sales 
of beer at any places but in hotel 


clubs whose members pay annua! 
dues of at least $15 and then only

Ferecign Postal Rates Raised.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—The 
Postoffice Department today dis- 
continued the 2-cent rate for letter 
mail to Central and South America 
and installed a new rate calling for 
8 cents for one ounce letter mail. 
The department now has no coun- 
try on the list to which 2 cents 
will carry a first-class letter. A 
rate of 2 cents for postal cards to 
Latin-America and 4 cents for dou- 
ble postal cars was instituted. The 
department figured the new rates 
would increase revenues about $2, 
000,000 a year.

THE GLASS-STEAGALL BILL. 

Senator Glass said recently that if Congress liber. 
alized the rediscount strictures of the Federal banks, 
it would do so over his dead body. 

Yet the Virginia Senator is one ef the authors of 
the Glass-Steagall bill, which proposes to do this very 
thing. For the purpose of easing credit, which is the 
purpose of, all the empirical palliatives now going 
through Congress, this bill will make it possible for 
Federal Reserve bahks to accept Government and 
other securities heretofore ineligible. Up to this time 
they have been restricted to commercial paper. There 
has been a great show of relief in credit circles over 
the announcement that the Federal Reserve bars are 
to be lowered, and Congress is patting the bill through 
even more hurriedly tkan it put through the bill 
which created the Reconstructfon Finance Corpora- 
tion. None of the sponsors of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation and its prospective loan of 
two billion dollars to banks, railroads and insurance 
companies knows what the outcome will be, but we 
have observed that even after the great operation was 
assured the stock market sunk to the lowest level in 
eight years. 

Senator Glass says his body is not dead yet, and 
he points out that certain safeguards which he has 
written into the Glass-Steagall bill must be retained 
by Congress if the measure is to enjoy his support to 
the end. His statement in the Senate today that the 
bill is urgent is the first convincing utterance he has 
made indicating that it is necessary. It is not easy to 
see how ineligible paper can be used for such a pur- 
pose. Member banks now possess eight billions of ell- 
gible paper on which they have failed to exercise the 
rediscounting privilege. The total lending capacity of 
reserve banks, excepting outstanding loans, is only 
four billions. It therefore seems that the lending ca- 
pacity of the Federal Reserve banks would be exhaust- 
ed before ineligible paper could be reached. It was 
stated in debate on the floor of the House that the 
real reason for passing the Glass-Steagall bill is to 
free gold now in Federal Reserve banks to meet a 
French threat to withdraw even more gold from this 
country. If that is true, our Federal Reserve system 
is being used as a pawn in a game between the Bank 


of France and the United States Treasury. 

Since Congress is determined to pass the Glass- 
Steagall bill, we will content ourselves with making 
a point about it. Any such loosening of the require- 
ments for advances from the Federal Reserve banks 
should be regarded only as an emergency measure, 
and not as a permanent change. The original idea of 
the Federal Reserve Act was that the right of redis- 
counting high-class paper arising out of business 
transactions would enable banks to meet emergency 
demands and strengthen the,banking system. Unfor-

“FUGITIVES FROM THE SUBPENA.” 


The Supreme Court's decision, upholding a fine 
imposed upon Harry M. Blackmer, Colorade oil op- 
erator, for refusing to testify in the Sinclair-Fall 
trial at Cheyenne, Wyo., is another important victory 
for justice in the long litigation of the oil-lease scan- 
dal that wrecked the Harding administration and 
another item in the country’s bill of indebtedness to 
Senator Walsh of Montana.

END OF THE LAME DUCK SESSIONS. 
After nearly 10 years of agitation, the House at 
last joins the Senate in passing the resolution pro- 


tory for Senator Norris, who has been shooting at 
lame ducks since 1922, when he saw Harding jam a 
ship subsidy bill through a Senate containing many 
defeated members, a typical bit of lame-duck strat- 
egy. Likewise, it is a victory for those who so long 
sought and finally won liberalization of House rules. 
This made the present vote possible after the Senate 
had passed the measure five times in past years and 
the shackled House had failed to act. 

The bill remedies the archaic practice of repudiat- 
ed legislators serving for 13 months after their de 
feat, while their successors, recipients of the pop- 
ular mandate, can only wait. This lengthy period 
served a purpose in the country’s early days, when 
travel and communication were slow, but its value 
passed long ago. By having Congress convene Jan. 
4, the amendment would seat newly-elected members 
at once, as in other countries. Abolishing the short 
session by providing no fixed date of adjournment. 
the amendment would also eliminate the legislative 
jam and the filibuster’s paradise that often mark 
the end of those sessions. The new President, under 
the measure as passed, would take office Jan. 24, 
thus affording time for choice by the House should 
the electoral college fail to elect. It does not require 
a constitutional amendment to change the meeting 
date of Congress, for that body itself is empowered 
to alter the date. This amendment does more, for 
it makes sure that any House that has ¢he duty of 
electing a President will be composed of members 
}newly indorsed by the people and not of lame ducks. 

Approval by three-fourths of the state legislatures 
is the next step, and this seems inevitable, so wide- 
lv are the drawbacks of the old system known. The 
fact that all save three legislatures meet in Jan- 
uary indicates the states prefer that date to March 
Since most legislatures meet biennially, it is possible 
for the proposed majority to be obtained within two 
years. The Illinois Legislature is now in specia! 
session, and it could bring honor to the State by 
being the first to approve this great advance in rep- 
resentative government.

French Gold and the Dollar 


By Walter Lippmann. 


PARIS (by cable). 

WISE and witty Englishman remarked 
A the other day that a modern diplomat 

is a man who has to carry on domestic 
politics abroad. This re.aark is peculiarly 
true of what it is now the fashion to call the 
financial diplomacy of France. For it is 
evident that the Bank of France is com- 
pelled for domestic political reasons to pur- 
sue a policy of converting its dollar deposits 
into gold, though this policy is exactly con- 
trary to the’ real interests of France. It is 
not to be wondered at that there is great 
confusion in the mé6éney markets of the 
world. For what the world sees is a contin- 
ual withdrawal of French gold from New 
York at a moment when all of Europe is 
panicky about the dollar. What the world 
does not see, because for domestic reasons 
it is not expedient to make the facts clearly 
known, is the extent tq which the Bank of 
France has attempted and is attempting to 
neutralize the effects of its own withdrawal. 

The situation is confusing because there 
are two French policies which contradict 
each other, the one dictated by domestic 
politics and local influence, and the other 
by larger considerations. So much misun- 
derstanding is resulting that it weuvld seem 
to be desirable to define the main elements 
of the problem. ' 

& - . 

There can be no doubt that, second only to 
security against another invasion, the su- 
preme concern of the French people is to 
guard their money against another infla- 
tion. Nattons which have never lived 
through a radical revaluation of their cur- 
rency cannot appreciate the horror with 
which the peoples of the Continent react to 
any event or to any rumor which seems to 
threaten them with a repetition of their ex- 
perience during the post-war inflation. It 
is the memory of those agonizing days which 
accounts for the truly extraordinary sacri- 
fices now being endured b- the peoples of 
Germany and Central Europe in order to 
keep their currencies anchored to gold. It 
is this samé memory which dominates 
French policy now. 

The guardians of the French monetary 
system understand quite well that since the 
suspensfon of the gold standard in Great 
Britain, maintenance of the gold standard in 
America has become a matter of surpassing 
importance to France. They have, I am 
told on the best authority, gone to great 
lengths since last October to support the doi- 
lar. Since *: is so obviously to their interest 
to do this, there is every reason to believe | 
these assurances.

Nevertheless, while they have been quietly 
Supporting the doilar in the money ex- 
change they have publicly been withdraw- 
ing their dollar deposits from New York. 
They have been bulls in reality and bears in 
appearance. This is the paradox of French 
financial policy. The explanation is a sim- 
ple one. The Bank of France has had to 
submit to the pressure of the French Par- 
liament. . 

Between 1926 and 1928 the Bank of 
France, acquired sterling and dollar bal- 
ances estimated at about $1,400,000,000. 
These balances were acquired for the 
purpose of stabilizing the franc. The 
intention at the 
them quickly, for it was obviously 
undesirable that so large a part of the re- 
serves to back the French currency should 
consist of foreign meneys. For various rea- 
sons the Bank of France did not er could 
not liquidate more than a fraction ef these 


balances. When the financial sform struck i 


London in July, these French:~ balances were 
trapped. They could not be withdrawn 
without destroying the value of sterling and 
therefore the value of the balances them- 
selves. Thus while the world run on Lon- 
don was taking place the Bank of France 
did not draw out its balances. As a result. 
when Britain went off the goid standard the 
Bank of France took a huge loss, a loss of 
more than $90,000,000, a loss which wiped 
out its capita] and surplus. 

This loss was made good by the French 
Government by means of a treasury Bond 
issued under a law passed on Dec. 23. In 
voting this law, the French Parliament did 
exattly “what Congress would have done un- 
der similar circumstances. It criticised the 
bank for having left French money abroad 
where it was subject to the risk of such a 
loss as had been sustained in London. The 
Parliament, therefore, insisted upon and the 
bank is compelled to acquiesce in a policy 
of bringing its balances abroad back to 
France. 

The fall of sterling, of course, precipitated 
the panic about the dollar. The reasoning 
was simple. Sterling had been regurded as 
one of the untouchable currencies of the 
world. If sterling fell, then, said Europe, 
anything can fall. There resulted a wild 
rush to convert foreign currencies, among 
them the dollar, inte gold. This panic was 
fanned from New York by dispatches an- 
nouncing the inauguration of a policy of 
“inflation” and by news from London to 
the same effect. Thus, rumor had fed on 
rumor, and the panic against the dollar was 
enhanced because the Bank of France is 
com pelled-to sell its dollars while privately 
it seeks by every possible means to support 


them.

This ‘paradox is aggravated, as French 
economists realize, by the fact that in a sit- 
uation of this sort the cl-ssic remedy would 
be to hold the “ank rate decidedly higher in 
New York than in Paris. But owing to lecal 
banking pressure in Paris, the French rate 
cannot be reduced and, the French see it, 
the Federal Reserve Bank is for domestic 
reasons not raising its rate. 

I report this for what it is worth. There 
is weighty opinion in Paris that the proper 
action at this time is by agreement between 
New York and Paris to make money consid- 
erably dearer in New York than in Paris. It 
is believed that this is the way to arrest the 
movement of gold. — 

The short and long of the matter is that 
there is no consistent French gold policy 
carefully devised and resolutely carried out. 
France is a democracy, and like all other 
democracies, her action: are determined by 
the necessity of placating conflicting inter- 
ests at home. In the present crisis, French 
financial diplomacy, so called, is like all 
ether diplomacy in all the principal coun- 
tries. an unhappy compromise between the 
will of the people and the necessities of the 


hour.

PAUL A. RICHARDS 


ADMITTED BEING 
KIDNAPERS' AGENT 


Circuit Attorney Tells Jury 


Accused Lawyer First De-| 


nied Charge, Then Con- 
fessed and Named Abduc- 


tors. 


PREPARING TO ASK 
FOR DEATH PENALTY 


Reviews Circumstances of 
Crime — Cites $50,000 
Note Signed by Victim, 
Found in the Office of 
Man Now on Trial. 


Paul A. Richards, attorney on 
trial for his life before Circuit 
Judge Pearcy charged with the 
kidnaping of Alexander Berg, de- 
nied any knowledge of the abduc- 
tion ease when arrested Nov. lI, 


but a few hours later admitted he 
was the kidnapers’ agent in the ef- 
fort to collect $50,000 ransom and 
gave the police the names- of. the 
kidnapers, Circuit Attorney Miller 
told the trial jury today. 
Outlining before a crowded 
courtroom the case the State hopes 
to prove to support a demand 
that Richards be hanged, the 
Cireuit Attorney deciared that 
Richards procured for the police 
pages torn from his memorandum 
book and that the police who se- 
cured the pages from Richards’ 
home learned from them the 
names of the other kidnapers. 
Richards’ change of front, ac- 
cording to the Circuit Attorney, 
vas made-after he had been con- 
fronted with the statement of John 
T. Rogers, Post-Dispatch reporter, 
that Richards had admitted his 
participation in the case, and after 
he had-also read the report ofa 
conversation between Richards and 
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Morris @. Levinson, Berg's attor- 
ney, to which a detective had lis- 
tened on a dictograph by arrange- 
inent with Levinson. 

Miller Opens for the State. 

Cireuit Attorney Miller opened 
the proceedings by .reading the in- 
dictment, charging -kidnaping for 
ransom, to a jury which had final- 
ly been selected at a night session 
yesterday. 

Richards, immaculately attired 
in a blue ensemble, and outwardly 
maintaining an impersonal! air, fol- 
lowed the reading closely with his 
own eopy of the indictment. Miller 
then outlined the State’s case, fol- 
lowing closely the opening state- 
ment h2 made in the first of the 
idnaping trials, thet of Charles 
Heuer, whom the jury decreed be 
confined in prison on a 99-year 
term, 

The Circuit Attorney began ‘tis 
statement with an account of the 
abduction of Berg, wealthy ‘vr 
dealer, on Nov. 6, as his chauffeur- 
driven Limousine moved slowly 
westward on Lindell boulevard west 
of Euclid avenve, less than two 
blocks from his apartment in the 
Park Plaza Hotel. 

He told how one of the two 
armed kidnapers covered Berg with 
a pistol and blindfolded his eyes, 
“hile the other directed the Negro 
Chauffeur, Albert Pike, over a 
route northward that finally toox 
them out in the county on Hall's 
l‘erry road, where Pike was told to 
leave the machine and where Berg 
Was transferred to another car, 
driven by a third kidnaper. Previ- 
Ously the prosecuting authorities 
have fdentified the kidnapers as 
Charles Hever, already convicted. 
and Edward Barcume, and _ the 
driver of the second car as Curtis 
Medlock, who, like Barcume, is 
Still to face a trial jury. 

Continuing, the Circuit Attorney 
related how the kidnapers took 
Berg to a flat at 5084A Easton ave- 
nue, where they held him until his 
release late on the night of Nov. 
10. Qn the first night, he recalled. 
berg wroté two notes, one to ais 
“wife and one to a friend, Ben Har- 
ra of 9 Kingsbury place, in which 
he revealed that he had been kid- 


naped and was held for $65,000 


ransom. | 
Tells of Berg’s Notes. 

The State would show, the Cir- 
cult Attorney went on, that on the 
Second day of his captivity he wicte 
two notes, at the dictation of his 
kidnapers, to Levinson. One of 
these directed that Richards be 
hired to conduct ransom negotia- 
tions, and that he be paid $1000. 

On this occasion also, the Ciccult 
Attorney continued, Berg wrote, 
Still at the kidnapers’ dictation, a 
demand pote for $50,000 payable 
to Richards, which was mailed to 
Richards and subsequently was 
found in his office in the olace 
where. Richards told the police he 
had secreted it, 

During all the time he was held, 
the Cirevit Attorney  continaed, 
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
